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W. P. Young Testifies! 


Explosives Were Used 
in a ‘Non-Permissible 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May 1—W. 
P. Young, operating head of the 
Centralia Coal Co., in whose Mine 
No. 5 an explosion killed 111 men, 
admitted today the mine had been 
lax in carrying out safety improve- 
ment recommendations and had 
been “using permissible explosives 
in a non-permissible manner.” 

Testifying before the state leg- 
islative committee which is inves- 
tigating the March 25 disaster at 
Centralia, Young appeared to be 
in a penitent frame of mind and 
recommended more stringent min- 
ing laws, including one requiring 
that explosives be used only in a 
permissible manner. 

The management's laxity, Young 
said, lay in failure to comply 
with recommendations of State 
Inspector Driscoll Scanlan, who 
time and again had warned of the 
danger of a dust explosion in the 
mine. “We didn't proceed as fast 
as we should have,” Young ad- 
mitted, saying that inspectors had 
been lax in failing to insist on 
compliance with their recommen- 
dations. 

The mine at the time of the dis- 
astrous explosion was in better 
shape than it had been in some 
time, the legislators were told. 
“We had recently spent a lot of

Scanlan's repeated recommenda- 
tions that the mine be rock-dusted 


— prevent spread of an explosion, ere 


become a strong supporter 
of this safety measure. He advo- 
cated legislation requiring rock- 
dusting of working rooms. 

Asked if continuous (daily) ap- 
plication of rock dust were practi- 
cable, the witness replied, “I don’t 
know how it can be done, but it 
has to be done.” 

Giving state inspectors civil 
service status would have disad- 
vantages as well as advantages, 
Young. said in answer to a ques- 
tion. “You should be able to get 
rid of a poor inspector. On the 
other hand, a fellow shouldn't be 
able to get a job as inspector 
simply because he knows you fel- 
lows up here.”

Some of the small flags decorating 
the capital’s streets for the wel- 
come of President Aleman of Mex- 
ico on Monday turned out today 
to be the same as the Italian flag.

A press officer attached to Ale- 
man’s staff explained that the red, 
white and green striped flags were 
approved in advance by the Mexi- 
can Foreign Office. 

These are the colors of Mexico, 
but an eagle and serpent shield of 
the official Mexican flag was miss- 
ing. It was left off, the press 
officer said, because proper equip- 
ment could not be brought here 
from Mexico in time to prepare 
the small flags, Large banners 
bore the shield. 

The flag of Italy, since the re- 
public was established, consists of 
three broad red, white and green 
stripes.

Mexico, like the United States, 
is still technically at war with 
Italy pending ratification of the 
peace treaty.

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MISSOURI SENATE 
~-PERFECTS STRIKE 
CURB BILL; FINAL 
VOTE 


Close Division on Passage 
of Measure Indicated 
— Important Amend- 
ments to Modify Legis- 
lation Beaten. _ 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 1 — 
The Senate anti-strike bill, pro- 
hibiting jurisdictional and sym- 
pathy strikes, secondary boycotts 
and strikes by public employes, 
was put through the amendment 
stage in the Senate today. It will 
be ready for a vote on final pas- 
sage next week. 

Efforts tp weaken the bill by 
amesdments failed in every im- 
portant instance and, with only 
minor differences. it is the hill 
reported by the Committee on In- 
dustrial Relations. 

The vote on perfection indicated 
that the vote on passage will be 
close. The bill was perfected by 
a vote of 14 to 10, with eight 
Senators absent. Passage will re- 
quire 18 affirmative votes, four 
more than the bill received on per- 
fection. 3 

In shaping up the bill the Sen- 
ate refused last night to adopt 
an amendment prohibting closed 
shop agreements, which had been 
rejected <by the committee. This 
Was opposed almost unanimously 
by the supporters of the bill. 

Strike Vote Provision. 

While the original provision for 
stride votes to be conducted by 
the State Industrial Commission 
was eliminated by amendment to- 
day, the commission was author- 
ized to fix the time and place for 
unions to take strike votes and to 
Prescribe the rules and regula- 
tions for the votes. . 

Other amendments that would 
have weakened the bill and that 
were defeated were: 

Limiting the provisions gov- 
erning strike votes to jurisdic- 
tional and sympathy strikes, 
secondary boycotts and strikes 
by public employes. 

To strike out the requirement 
that there must be a majority 
vote of all persons eligible to 
vote and providing only for a 
majority of those voting to 
make a strike legal. 

To strike out the provision 
suthorizing issuance of injunc- 
tions to compel compliance with 
collective bargaining agree- 
ments. 

As shaped by the Senate, the 
bill now prohibits the jurisdic- 
tional and sympathy strike, the 
secondary boycott, and strikes by 
public employes under the usual 
. Misdemeanor penalties, a. fine of 
not to exceed $1000, imprisonment 
for not to exceed one year, or 


All strikes are prohibited unless 
a majority of those in a bargain- 
ing unit eligible to authorize 
them. 

Move for Delay Fails. 

The closed shop amendment was 
submitted by Senator Charles IL. 
Madison of Kansas City, author of 
a bill for which the pending meas- 
ure ts a substitute prepared by the 
Senate Committee on Industrial 
Relations. It was the first amend- 
ment offered after g parliamen- 
tary maneauver by Senator Edgar 
J. Keating of Nansas City to block 
consideration of the bill had been 
defeated. 

Keatiig sought to have the 
Senate bill and the King-Thomp- 
son’ bill from the House prohibit- 
ing public utility strikes referred 
to the Committee on Industrial 
Relations to combine them into 
one bill. Had his move been suc- 
cessful the anti-strike legislation 
would have been delayed an un- 
determined length of time. 

Senator David E. Horn, chair- 
man of the committee, said both 
bills had been given extended con-, 
sideration by the committee and 
that it would be impossible to 
combine them. 

Vote on Closed Shop.

was defeated by a virtually unani- 
mous vote, Senator Madison cast- 
ing the only vote that could be 
heard for it. This is not to be 
taken as an indication that all the 
Senators favored the closed shop, 
many of them casting their votes 
in the conviction that to include 
a prohibition against the closed 
shop would mean the defeat of 
the entire bill. — 

Madison proposed that it be 
made a misdemeanor for an em- 
ployer and an employe to enter 
into an agreement making mem- 
bership in a labor union a condi- 
tion of employment. 

Chairman Horn said the subject 
of the amendment was one which 
had been considered at length by 
the committee, and that a decision 
not to include it in the bill was 
reached.

Senator Hartwell G. Crain of St. 
Louis county and Senator R. Jas- 
per Smith of Springfield expressed 
the opinion that to include the 
prohibitory provision might endan- 
ger the passage of any labor legis- 
lation. 

Following the defeat of this 

amendment, Senator Horn ob- 
tained the adoption of a series of 
corrective and clarifying amend- 
ments. One of his offerings was 
a proposal to limit the time for 
beginning a strike to 60 days efter 
it was authorized by a strike vote, 
Horn presenting the argument 
that conditions might have 
changed materially after the vote 
was taken. 
Senator Smith opposed the 
amendment on the ground that it 
amounted to a restriction on the 
right to strike, which he said the 
United States Supreme Court had 
held was protected by the free 
speech provision of the Constitu- 
tion, 


Other senators pointed out that 
Horn's amendment did not pro- 
hibit strikes but merely estab- 
lished regulations under which 
they could be called. The amend- 
ment was adopted by a close vote 
of 12 to 10. a 

A “hot cargo” amendment by 
Horn, materially strengthening 
the bill's 8 * 
secondary „ was opted. 
Under a misdemeanor 1 % the 
amendment prohibited employes 
of one employer from refusing to 
handle, install or work on mate- 
rials or supplies furnished by an- 
other employer. 

A lengthy debate followed an 
attempt by Senator Smith to 
strike from the bill a provision 
that the State Industrial Commis- 
sion should conduct union strike 
vote elections on the premises of 
the employer, and leave to unions 
complete control of strike elec- 
tions, . 


Senator Horn and Senator M. C. 
Matthes of Hillsboro defended the 
provision as one of the most im- 
portant features of the bill. Sena- 
tor L. D. Joslyn of Charleston said 
that it would guarantee honest 
and fair. elections and that he 


jcould not see that it would in 


any way work to the disadvantage 
of any labor leader who honestly 
desired a free expression of opin- 
ion by union members through a 
secret ballot, | : . 


A provision in the section Smith 
desired stricken, providing that 
the election should be held on the 
premises of the employer, caused 
considerable trouble in an attempt 
by Matthes and others to work 
out an election provision which 
would be satisfactory to Smith. 
Senators Anthony M. Webbe and 
Edward J. Hogan Jr., the latter 
3 ayie representative of 
the ry and Soft Drink Bot- 
tlers Union in St. Louis, pointed 
out that labor disputes arose un- 
der conditions in which members 
of one union were employed in 
hundreds of small businesses, such 
as butcher shops, and that it 
would be virtually impossible to 
hold strike elections on the 
premises of the employer” in such

Senator Matth finally pre- 
sented a perfecting amendment 
setting out that elections wé6uld 
be held at “such place and under 
such rules and regulations” as the 
Industrial Commission should pre- 
scribe.

Accused of Black Market- 
eering — Connections. 
With St. Louis Hood- 
lums Alleged. 


CHICAGO, May 1 (UP) -A fed- 
eral grand jury returned seven in- 
dictments today accusing 11 Chi- 
cagoans of black marketeering in 
sugar stamps. ä 


One accused William S. Skally, 
alias Fred Scallio, of transferring 
600,000 bogus sugar stamps to Rob. 
ert Lee Robertson, 23 years old, 
said to be the contact man for a 
gang of St. Louis hoodlums, and 
Ben Burnett, St. Louis. 


Burnett and Robertson now are 
serving prison terms for a series 
of post office and bank robberies 
in Midwest towns in 1946. 


Assistant District Attorney Ray- 
mond McClory said Robertson and 
Burnett were to have transferred 
the stamps to the St. Louis gang, 
but ‘on Jan. 16, 1946, McClory said, 
they became involved in an auto 
accdient while en route to St. 
Louis. 

McClory said Robertson told him 
Burnett disappeared with about 
500,000 stamps. He said he did 
not know whether the stamps ever 
reached St.. Louis. 


Robert Lee Robertson, St. Louis 
hoodlum, is now serving a 15-year 
term in the Federal penitentiary 
at Terre Haute, Ind., and Edwin 
J. (Ben) Burnett, an ‘associate of 
Robertson, is serving a 20-year 
term in Federal penitentiary at 
Leavenworth, Kan. 

Both men pleaded guilty last 
July to burglary and larceny of six 
Illinois banks and postoffices. 
They were sentenced in Federal 
court at Springfield, III. Robertsen 
also pleaded guilty to two charges 
of automobile theft. Institutions 
robbed included banks at Chester- 
field, Graymont and Herscher and 
postoffices at Winchester, St. Anne 

d Medora. 

Robertson was questioned sev- 
eral times by police about the 
murders of Fabian DeClue and 
Howard Aker on Thanskgiving 
day, 1945, in St. Louis county, and 
the subsequent killing of gang 
leader Lawrence Drewer Jan. 4, 
1946, on the East Side. Last sum- 
mer he told authorities that 
Drewer was killed by Joseph Bur- 
nett, who is now serving a 25- to 
30-year setnence for robbery in 
Illinois and who has been indicted 
in the Drewer slaying.

BILL ON PORTAL PAY SUITS 


Measure Going to n e Most Such 


Claims — Chief Provisions 
| of Measure. 


WASHINGTON, May 1 (AP)— 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate today compromise legisla- 


tion to outlaw most portal pay 
suits, 

The vote was 173 to 27, with 
members not recorded by name. 
The compromise bill was the 
product of a month of discussion 
between Senate and House con- 
ferees following passage of the 
differing legislation. by the two 
branches. : 

It contains these provisions: 

Bars in general, both exist- 
ing and future claims for por- 
tal-to-portal pay unless the 
claims are covered by. employer- 
worker contracts or are recog- 
nized as valid by custom or 
practice. P : 

Permits compromise of past 
or existing claims, where dis- 
putes over the amount is in- 
volved, if the compromise meets 
minimum hourly wage stand- 
ards of 40 cents for straight 


time and 60 cents for overtime. 

Prohibits compromises over 
future claims. It puts a two- 
year limitation on filing claims 
under existing wage and hour 
laws. Past claims would be 
controlled by statutes of limi- 
tations in the states, if filed 
within 120 days from the effec- 
tive date of the proposed law. 

Prohibits the filing of group 
claims by one worker unless a 
written order is obtained from 
each worker, 

Exempts employers from lia- 
bility on past claims if “any 
Government agency,” by order, 
regulation or interpretation, 
had approved the wage paid. 

Allows employers to accept 
any of the various federal in- 
terpretations of “agricultural 
workers” as a “good faith” de- 
fense against claims, These in- 
terpretations exempt, in differ- 
ent cases, agricultural workers 
from provisions of fair labor 
standards laws.

Measurable Precipitation on 
15 Days — Coolest 
Since 1944. 


April more than lived up to its 
traditional reputation this year, 
for the showers that bring May 
flowers, with a total rainfall for 


cent above normal, Meteorologist 
Harry F. Wahlgren said today. 
April’s rain continued inte May, 
with .04 of an inch falling be- 
tween 3:45 a.m. and 6:30 a.m. to- 
day. 

A total of 6.18 inches of precipi- 


tation, 2.35 inches more than nor- 
mal, was recorded during the 
month. Measurable rain —.01 of 
an inch or more—fell on 15 of the 
month’s 30 days. This is just one 
short of the record, which was 
established in 1945. The wettest 
St. Louis April on record was in 
1944, when there were 8.82 inches 
of rainfall. — 

Despite the large amount of 
rain, the St. Louis area is still. 
1.03 inches below its normal quota 
for the first four months of this 
year, Wahigren said, This is be- 
cause during January, February 
and March only 4.88 inches of pre- 
cipitation, or 1.30 less than the 
amount in April alone, was re- 
corded, 

Average temperatures for the 
month were 56 degrees, only .1 
degree below normal, but it was 
the coolest April since 1944.

The 
city already has arranged to use 
some high-bay space in that plant 
for large commercial aircraft.

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RED IN FACE BASED 
ON MIND, BODY LN 


Strides in Study of Emotions 
Described by Leo Loeb 
Lecturer. 


Common expressions like “red in 
the ace,“ “hot under the collar” 
and “pain in the neck” represent 
a lay realization of the close re- 
lationship between mind and body, 
Dr. Harold G. Wolff, associate pro- 
fessor of Medicine at Cornell Uni- 
versity, said last night. 

Presenting the twelfth annual 
Leo Loeb Lecture at Washington 
Univernity Medical School audi- 
torium, Dr. Wolff asserted that 


medical science recently had made 
long strides in the field of psycho- 
Somatic medicine, having to do 
with the influence of emotions on 
physiological processes, 

He emphasized, however, that 
solution of problems in this field 
does not call for establishment of 
another medical specialty. All 
that is needed, he said, is con- 
tinued study of man’s organism 
as a whole. 


Physical disorders like high 
blood pressure, asthma, headaches 
and indigestion all too often age 
symptoms which originated in 
some emotional disturbance, he 
said. Intended by nature as short- 
term protective devices against 
some adverse condition in environ- 
ment, they may become chronic if 
the adverse condition becomes 
protracted, he said. . 


Citing several case histories, he 
told of a woman, unhappy in her 
Job, whose only release was in 
“letting off steam” to her husband 
after work. When he went over- 
seas in the war.and she had no 
one to talk to, she developed a 
bad case of high blood pressure. 
On his return the adverse symp- 
toms-~disappeared at once. 


Another high blood pressure 
case, he related, was that of a 
man who followed in his father’s 
footsteps as a plumber when he 
really wanted to be an artist. 
Later he quit plumbing and went 
into art, whereupon the symptoms 
stopped. Art, however, didn’t pay 
and he was forced to return to 
plumbing. He again became a 
high blood pressure victim. 

A woman suffered sinus trouble 
and whderwent several operations, 


none of which brought relief. 


When her mohtre-in-law moved 
away, however, her sinuses 
started to function perfectly. In 
the same way, said Dr. Wolff, in- 
digestion may be caused, not by 
what a person eats, but with 
whom he eats.

railroad at the moment is able to 
offer no explanation as to how 
two of the plates became loose, 
causing the accident.” 

The American, 
faster than the 65-car freight, was 
beginning to pass it when the 
crash occurred. There was a slic- 
ing, ripping noise as the ends of 
the plates first scraped the pas- 
senger locomotive, gouged into a 
small car and then bit into the 
fourth coach. 

Steel Cut Through Seats. 

The side of the coach was torn 
away and smashed into pieces be- 
fore emergency brakes brought 
the train to a grinding halt. ' 

Passengers, some of them asleep, 
had no chance to get out of the 
way as the sharp edges of steel 
sliced through a row of seats. 

Women screamed and some of 
them fainted. Others were knocked 
unconscious when struck by debris 
or the steel. Many were thrown 
from their seats. 

The nger train remained 
upright the rails despite the 
blow. Pandemonium hardly had 
subsided when the second freight 
appeared on the other side and 
rammed into the steel. It took 
seven hours to clear the debris 
sufficiently to resume traffic over 
the four tracks, 

Two motion picture execitives 
aboard the American named a reg- 
istered nurt a’ the heroine of the 
crash. 

Joh. R. McCrory, of New York, 
connected with Knowledge Bulld- 
ers Films, and Julian Bryan of 
New York, with International 
Film Foundation, were on a sleep- 
ing car back of the coach which 
was damaged. 

They told a reporter all lights 
were knocked out in the crash 
and that train men rushed through 
the train asking for medionl aid. 
An unidentified doctor and nurse, 
Myrtes Carlo of the Bronx, New 
Vork, hurried to aid the dying and 
injured. Mrs. Carlo was escort- 
ing the body of her mother to 
Mt. Pleasant, Tex. 

Mrs. Carlo said, “There was no“ 
plasma, no sulfa drugs and no 
morphine aboard the train. We 
had to work only with bandages 
until a doctor arrived with mor- 
phine a half-hour after the wreck. 
The ‘railroad aid car came from 
Altoona an hour and a half later.” 

Mrs. Carlo said that because of 
the lack of lights, she and the doc- 
tor were forced to work by lantern 
flares. She said most of the in- 
—. suffered shock and had bad 
cuts. 

“If there had been plasma,“ she 
said, “we might have been able to 
save some of the dead.” 

McCrory said the steel cut loose 
from its moorings, striking the 
baggage car behind the American's 
engine as the American flashed 
siong an adjacent westbound 
track, | 

‘Cut Like a Knife.’ 

“Then,” McCrory continued, “the 
steel bounced back, slashed across 
two cars and cut through the 
fourth car like a knife.” 

“It hit the upper part of the 
window of that coach,” he con- 
tinued, “and ripped the entire side 
of the coach to pieces. Then the 
steel caromed through a wWash- 
room into another coach.”

The 
Toledo Plan provides for equal 
representation of labor, manage- 
ment and the public in prevent- 
ing industrial strife and promot- 
ing the economic welfare of the 
community.

One tornado smashed into a hill 
near Dallas, Tex., and another cut 
away the edge of a North Carolina 
tobacco marketing town jyester- 
day, adding three more persons to 
the tornado death toll that began 
Tuesday when a Missouri town 
and an Arkansas village were 
leveled.

The St. Louis-East Side Traffie

harload quantities. He ‘said pri- 
vate concerns now operating fur- 
nished chiefly bargeload service, 
and that smaller shippers were

He said the system should be 
rehabilitated and modernized, and 
that a private purchaser should be 
obligated to guarantee service of 
the same character as that being 
given by the Government, on 
penalty of reversion to federal 
ownership.

‘POTTSTOWN TEST 


POTTSTOWN, Pa., May 1 (AP) 
— Enthusiastic over the biggest 
one-day sale in the memory of 
Pottsdown merchants, this town 


of 20,000 began laying the ground- 
work today for a permanent price- 
slashing plan. The executive 
committee of the Chamber of

Many merchants reported the 
“best business” since the war as 
a serious springtime buying slump 
ended in a 12-hour sale in which 
stores were jammed throughout 
day and evening. 

A Chamber of Commerce 
spokeman said the sale was “an 
out-and-out attempt to clean out 
our merchandise so we can plan 
for a permanent reduction in the 
next few months.” 

He said the Pottstown project 
differs from the Néwburyport 
(Mass.) plan because here the 
proposal does not recommend only 
a 10 per cent across the board 
cut for a limited period. 

“We are not convinced,” said 
the chamber, “that a 10 per cent 
reduction is enough.”

GI Victim of a Racket 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have always heard so much about 
democracy in these United States that 
I sometimes can’t believe that this is 
really happening in Missouri. A state 
law is preventing a GI student from get- 
ting possession, even after nine months, 
of a house bought last July under the 
GI Bill of Rights. | 

An agent sold us a house last July. I 
was to get possession when I had com- 
plied with the federal OPA housing reg- 
ulations and the state's 30-day evic- 
tion notice. I thought that if the tenant 
failed to move after the time of notice 
was up, I could take the case to court 
and get a court order to evict him. 
Granting the court extended the tenant 
30. days additional, he would have to 
vacate. 

I learned otherwise. It seems if the 
tenant is “smart” enough—mine was— 
to get a lawyer who is a state legislator 
to represent him, he can ask for a con- 
timuance of the case. This means, ac- 
cording to the explanation given me, that 
the case won't come up until the Legis- 
lature has recessed. My tenant’s lawyer 
did this, knowing that his client had a 
Place in country to which he could 
move, He khew too that his client had 
been given the full time allowed by fed- 
eral and state régulations. 


I-cannot accept any payment of rent 


from the tenant. To some people $100 a 
month wouldn't mean much. To a GI 
student receiving $90 a month, with rent 
on an apartment to pay, a house pay- 
ment to make, and storage on furniture 
to keep up, it means going in the red. 

Can it be that a man who will take 
advantage of a law made for justice will 
really represent the people fairly in the 
Legislature? Eviction laws are to pre- 
vent undue hardships on the tenant, but 
— are we to get relief?

Europe’s Hope 

At the close of the First World War, Woodrow 
Wilson did not see the necessity of economic 
unity in Europe. He evén made matters worse 
than they were before by carving large and 
relatively prosperous states like the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire into numerous small states 
without either the military strength or the eco- 
nomie resources necessary to sustain life. 

All this was understood and elaborated upon 
at length by historians and economists—and 
newspaper editors—in the period between the 
two world wars. Yet for all this the architects 
of the present “peace” are repeating the same 
tragic error. 

In his report to the nation of the Moscow 
meeting, Secretary Marshall had much to say 
of the necessity to “establish workable bounda- 


ries” in Europe, by which he must mean in the 


main, the re-establishment of the old bounda- 
ries, with no major changes exeept those forced 
in Eastern Europe by the hard fist of the Rus- 
sian realists. 

Yet conditions have changed since Wilson's 
time so as to make the need for unity in Europe 
far greater than it was before. The preponderant 
strength Great Britain boasted between the wars 
is dissipated and France has sunk to the level 
of a second-rate power. They no longer offer 
their old protection to the small nations of the 
Continent. And where before there was only 
the nightmare of a revived German power, there 
is now also the worse threat of Soviet absorption. 

The economic need for unity also is more 
compelling than ever before. The riches of the 
overseas colonies are diminished or gone. A 
substitute must be found in the increased wealth 
that will come from the free flow of trade and 
cheap mass production serving the needs of a 
large population not divided by economic bounda- 
ries. 

The United States of Europe offers the Con- 
tinent the hope of rescue from poverty which is 
needed to counter the appeal of Communism. 

What Aristide Briand. said about a United 
States of Europe in 1930 —: with even 
greater force in 1947: 

It appeals to people’s good sense and rea- 
son. It appears perfectly natural as a neces- 
sity for all the peoples of those countries 
which have been most nearly ruined by war, 
and which have suffered most. It is they 
who should be the first to listen. 

It is our misfortune to inhabit a Conti- 
nent which has been scourged by many 
wars, and which is just recovering from 

the most recent conflagration. Its suffer- 
ings still are far from being healed. Its ma- 
terial difficulties still are far from being re- 
solved. A heavy heritage weighs upon us. 


The traditional British policy was to seek 
British security in a divided Europe. Today if 
Western Europe remains divided, and quarrel- 
ing, ‘and poverty-stricken, it is an invitation for 
Communism to dominate the Continent. British 
and American security lie today not in a divided 
Europe, but in a Europe united to the edge of 
the “Iron Curtain” and extending an invitation 
and an example to the nations behind it. 

Is it too much to expect American statesmen 
to respond to this opportunity to remedy the 
great error of those who re-made the map of 
Europe after the First World War? Do we not 
reflect on our ability to learn from history if 
we repeat the palpable, fateful error of Wilson, 
Clemenceau and Lloyd George? 
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Race Nonsense 

For its clinical interest, we print in today's 
letter column a shrewd bit of propaganda in an 
ugly cause, It is supposed to suggest to the 
reader's lower levels of consciousness that im- 
migration of East Asiatics, and especially Japa- 
nese, should be cut off absolutely. The same 
letter has appeared over another signature in a 
New York paper—which suggests that it was 
cooked up by some “idea” man and given to 
willing stooges to circulate. 

It is absurd on its face when analogies are 
drawn between human beings and the vegetable 
or animal or insect kingdoms. One might argue 
equally well that all Europeans should be shut 
out because the European corn borer has proved 
a frightful nuisance. And shall we exclude such 
foreigners as Holland tulip bulbs and Malayan 
quinine? 

This nonsense of “race” conveniently ignores 
the fact that many Americans of Japanese ances- 
try have given most distinguished military serv- 
ice to our country. Many of them have laid down 
their lives for it. If we are going to hate peo- 
ple on the basis of race,“ what shall we do 
about Missouri's great Carl Schurz, who was born 
German? What about Enrico Fermi, the great 
atomic physicist, who came from Mussolini's 
country? And Einstein, a Jew and a German 
‘one at that? 

Let us, most fervently, never forget our melt- 
ing pot heritage, . diverse 
human richness.

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‘Minimum Wage Compromise 


Managers of the campaign for a Missouri mini- 
mum-wage law have sensibly dropped a provi- 
sion giving the administrator power to fix 
specific industry minimums at any level. That 
provision drew nearly all the opposition, so the 
opposition should now fade, 

As the bill now stands, it provides a general 
minimum of 50 cents an hour that can be modi- 
fied only by the Legislature. A minor question 
remains whether it is administratively feasible 
to include domestic servants. In all material 
respects, however, the bill is excellent policy 
that deserves to be adopted. 

Workers in interstate commerce are protected 
from starvation pay, but 35,000 Missourians in 
intrastate businesses are not. There is no moral 
excuse for paying any full-time productive mem- 
ber of society less than his maintenance. There 
is no economy, either, because too-low wages 
cause low efficiency in the affected industries 
and shift part of the worker’s mainténance to 
public and private welfare funds. 

A minority of employers depend on cheap 
wages instead of progressive management. They 

are unfair competition with the majority who 
peters well and pay decently. 

Now that the proponents have shown a reason- 


able spirit of compromise by dropping the ob- 
jectionable provision, Associated Industries, the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce’s board of di- 
rectors and other attackers should become sup- 
‘porters. Indeed, they must do so or be counted 
spokesmen for the sweatshop minority in busi- 
ness.

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Not Mr. Boatright, Please! 

President Truman’s nomination of Judge John 
Caskie Collet of Kansas City as a Judge of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit means that once again personal 
considerations and friendship ties have prevailed 
over the obvious judicial needs of the largest 
center of litigation in the séven-state region, 

This is certainly not.to disparage Judge Collet. 
As a Missouri Supreme Court Judge briefly 
and as a Federal District Judge for 10 years, he 
has given an excellent account of himself. Under 
other circumstances, his appointment might well 
have been appropriate. 

It was not appropriate for the reasons set 
forth in our leading editorial yesterday. Liti- 
gants and counsel in St. Louis and the Eastern 
Missouri District must continue under the 30- 
year-old handicap of not having an appellate 
judge resident in this area. Not until another 
vacancy occurs will it be possible for the St. 
Louis bar and others to renew the case for cor- 
recting this manifestly undesirable and unfair 
situation. St. Louis and its area had a right to 
expect fairer treatment from the President. 

Since demonstrated needs were passed by in 
filling Judge Kimbrough Stone’s seat, it is all 
the more urgent that they not be ignored in 
the selection of a successor to Judge Collet. His 
roving judgeship can be filled by appointment 
from anywhere in Missouri. It should go to 
a capable St. Louisan or to someone with proved 
qualifications from this district. Although the 
great bulk of federal litigation in Missouri origi- 
nates in this area, only one of the six Missouri 
Federal Judges (counting Judge Collet) was ap- 
pointed from St. Louis. 

The Kansas City Star’s report that there is 
pressure for William G. Boatright is enough to 
put all Missouri as well as St. Loui’ on guard. 
Boatright is the Kansas City lawyer who tried to 


defend the Pendergast vote crooks in 1936 
‘against Maurice Milligan’s brilliant prosecution. 


His appointment to the federal bench, because 
of his political affiliations, would be an outrage. 

There is satisfaction in knowing that were the 
President so politically beholden to the remnants 
of 9 as to make the appointment, 
surely the Republican Senate never would con- 
firm it. 
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Wendell Berge Retires 


Today a quiet public servant quits his trou- 
bled desk in Washington and goes back to pri- 
vate life. He is Wendell Berge who has been 
head of the Anti-Trust Division of the Justice 
Department, In that important post, Mr. Berge 
sought to restrain the growth of corporate enter- 
prise beyond legal limits. Believing fully with 
the late Justice Brandeis in the curse of big- 
ness,” he worked long hours for relatively. little 
financial return without too much support in the 
Administration as a whole. 

The measure of his success is not so much the 
apparent accomplishment (which is not too large), 
as it is in a consideration of how much more 
monopolistic our economic life might be were it 
not for those who believe and work as Wendell 
Berge has done. 
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A Blow at Indian Caste 

The Indian Constituent Assembly has taken a 
step toward’ freeing 50,000,000 human beings 
from one of the vilest forms of slavery ever 
conceived. It\has written a ban on Untouch- 
ability into the Constitution. If the Constitu- 
tion is ratified, India will have made a start at 
breaking with the caste system that has ridden 
it for some 30 centuries. 

Untouchables are born to Untouchability and 
doomed to it until their death. They may not 
touch the person, the food or the water of other 
Hindus. In some parts of India, they may not 
even be seen. For the result, according to the 
system of Untouchability, would be to pollute 
the caste Hindu, and endanger his reincarna- 
tion. 

Untouchables may not use village wells or 
enter temples. Their children are forbidden to 
enter schoolrooms in some parts of India. In 
some places, the Untouchable can go out only 
at night. “The plight of most Untouchables is 


. appalling,” John Gunther wrote in “Inside Asia,” 


and Gandhi has called Untouchability “a rotten 
excrescence” on Hinduism. a 

Untouchability ought to be abolished because 
it is inhumane.’ But even the inhumane could 
favor its abolishment, on the grounds that it in- 
stitutionalizes the poverty and prevents the ef- 
fective use of the manpower of a country that 
requires all of its capacity to produce wealth 
for the benefit of its people. 

Abolition of Untouchability would be an enter- 
ing wedge for eventual abolition of the whole 
vile caste system. India has more than 2300 
castes and subcastes dividing its population by 
religions, occupations, social customs, races, 
tribes. Divided, India has never risen. The 
superstition of caste has set countryman against 
countryman and hobbled the productive capacity 


of the subcontinent's 238,000,000 Hindus. If 
India can rid itself of the caste incubus, it will 


have dispelled the worst evil of its kind on the 
face of the globe.

Knifework on the Labor Department

Budget cuts voted by House would cripple agencies which serve 
working people and promote economic peace, editorial says; Labor 
Department's staff would be cut 40 per cent; even enforcement of 
child labor laws would be crippled; urges Senate to restore funds. 


From the St. Louis Labor Tribune 


Officers and members of labor unions in 
Missouri and Illinois should promptly write 
to their United States Senators and urge 
them to demand the restoration of the 313, 
714,500 cut in the requested appropriation 
for the Department of Labor which was 
voted by a labor-hating majority of the 
House of Representatives. 


This restitution must be effected if vital- 
ly essential government services are to con- 
tinue to operate efficiently. The reduced 
appropriations for which the House voted, 
under the guise of sham economy, was 43 
per cent below the $31,850,700 figure ap- 
proved by the Budget Bureau and President 
Truman. 


Unless this money, voted out by the 
House, is restored in the appropriations bill 
by the Senate, the following dire effects 
will result: 


(1) The staff of the Labor Department, 
which now has 6700 full-time employes, will 
be cut 40 per cent. The House cut also 


will eliminate 102 positions in the Concilia- . 


tion Service, over half of whom are needed 
commissioners or supervisors. 


Would Curtail Price Data 


(2) The House Bill limits the National 
Consumers Price Index, now issued month- 
ly by the Bureau of Labor Statistics, to 
quarterly releases. Retail food price in- 
dices; now available monthly in 56 cities, 
would be issued quarterly for 34 cities. 
Family budget studies would be discon- 
tinued. Field offices of the Bureau would 
close. These services are essential to labor 
and industry alike, particularly in negotiat- 
ing cost-of-living contracts. 


(3) It reduces funds for the administra- 
tion of the Employment Service by 80 per 
cent, thus eliminating the necessary co-or- 
dination. of the state employment services. 
It will only allow bookkeeping in grants to 
states. Field offices would be closed and 
the machinery for a national mobilization 
of manpower—an essential national secur- 
ity measure—destroyed. 

3. 


Farmers Are Better Treated 
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(4) It abolishes the Division of Labor 
Standards which wowd end the activities 
of this agency of the Federal Government 
to continue to promote industrial safety 
and help the states develop better labor and 
workmen’s compensation laws. Funds for 
the enforcement of the act forbidding the 
exploitation of child labor would be cut 
more than 50 per cent. This department 
would be transferred to the Wage, Hour 
and Public Contracts Division, whose funds 
also are cut 25 per cent, its regional offices 
reduced from 13 to nine, and its inspectors 
as well as the number of inspections cut 
25 per cent. 


(5) The International Labor Relations of 
the Department of Labor would be reduced, 
while the 13 regional offices of the solicitor 
(attorneys) would be reduced to six. 


When we consider that another govern- 
ment agency, the Department of Agricul- 
ture, serves an economic group only one- 
fourth the size of wage-and-salary earning 
groups whom the Labor Department should 
serve equally well, we can’t see why the 
Senate should neglect to restore the com- 
paratively small $13,714,500 cut which is a 
penny-wise-dollar-foolish economy.

Mark up a resounding victory for plain 
English over “federalese,” the noun that 
was coined during the war to describe the 
ambiguous, tortuous terminology in which 
so many bureaucratig directives were writ- 
ten. 

This triumph was described by the dean 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Technolo- 
gy, in an account of correspondence be- 
tween the Bureau of Standards and a for- 
eign-born plumber of New York, after the 
latter had written the bureau saying that 
hydrochloric acid did a good job of clean- 
ing clogged drains. 


The bureau’s first response was: “The 


‘efficacy of hydrochloric acid is indisputa- 


ble, but the corrosive residue is incompati- 
The plum- 
ber said he was glad the bureau agreed 
with him, 


To which the bureau tie “We can- 
not assume responsibility for the produc- 
tion of toxic and noxious residue with 
hydrochloric acid and suggest you use an 
alternative procedure.” The plumber then 
wrote the federal agency that he was glad 
the Government thought his idea was O.K, 


Apparently in desperation, the bureag 
broke down and wrote the plumber in plain 
Anglo-Saxon language: “Don’t use hydro- 
chloric acid, It eats hell out of the pipes.” 

We wish more federal bureaus were driv- 
en to the point where they had to say just 


what they mean. During the war incal- 
culable man-hours of work were wasted by 
newspaper reporters in translating from 
“federalese” into English the context of 
federal directives, so that the people would 
know what the directives meant, 


In his newly published analysis of the 
effects of total war on the Constitution, the 
distinguished professor of constitutional 
law, Dr. Edward S. Corwin, wrote concern- 
ing World War II that “in its governmental 
aspect the war was fought by means of the 
administrative order, or, as we should say 
today, ‘the directive.’ Just whence this new 
terminology hails I have been unable to 
learn. The late Dr. Samuel Johnson would 
no doubt have dismissed it as ‘innovated 
without necessity,’ and so far as I can see 
he would have been quite right.” 


To which statement Dr. Corwin slyly ap- 
pends this footnote: “One argument for 
‘directives’ as against ‘orders’ is that the 
former is the longer word. Compare the 
current preference for ‘orientate’ over 
‘orient’ and ‘fissionable’ over Tissile'.“

Between Book Ends 


Flight F rons Fear 


THE MAN WITHIN, by Graham Greene. (The Viking 
Press, New York.) 


Discriminating American readers are in- 
debted to Viking Press for the reissuance 
of Graham Greene's first novel, “The Man 
Within,” first published in 1929 and now 
long out of print. After 18 years and a 
dozen subsequent novels, Greene's early 
work reminds us first that Greene has 
written with consistently brilliant style and 
narrative ability and, second, that there is, 
in the recent yesterday of our literature, 
much that would better deserve the ra- 
tioned paper than does a good part of the 
constant stream of new stuff our publish- 
ers turn out. 

In a well-constructed story, replete with 
skilfully motivated descriptive touches, 
Greene tells here that tragically beautiful 
story of an innately strong man who, weak- 
ened by his own introspection, rises stead- 
ily from the depths of utter self contempt - 
to reach the stature of a true tragic hero. 


The story is of English smugglers, of be- 


trayal and murder among the men who live 
by their wits and their brawn, foiling the 
revenuers. We follow their Judas, Andrews, 
in his flight; we feel with him the haunt- 
ing guilt and the omnipresent fear. 

With him we seek shelter in the village 
cottage of Elizabeth, a young girl whe 
knows no fear. How she builds Andrews 
belief in himself, makes a man out of what 
had once been but an excuse for one is 
Greene's story; and he tells it largely by 
letting us follow the workings of the hero’s 
mind. 

The story is not, however, what we term 
a psychological novel. It is romantic realism 
if such can be. The externals of the story 
are possible and here quite credible; but 
our hero, by his very nature, is a roman- 
tic to the very end of the tale. 

Greene’s dramatic ability, his distinctive 
handling of prose style, his capable char- 
acterization, and the exciting nature of 
the story itself make this a singular love 
story well worth re-reading.

Island for 14 days against constant Japa- 
nese assault written in a simple but effec- 
tive style by the detachment’s commanding 
officer. 

The feats of arms of which the author 
writes will hold any reader’s attention and 
stir eon admiration for the courage- 
ous battle only 379 Marines fought against 
two powerful Japanese landing forces, one 
of which was turned back with the loss of 
nine ships and 5350 dead! 

It is a significant story of American 
valor and resourcefulness at its best and 
despite the fact so many of the deeds of 
Wake's defenders are well-known, it re 
mains thrilling reading. The account of 
the Marines’ imprisonment under their Jap- 
anese captors is as ably and as interestingly 
done. 

One cannot leave the book without the 
thought and hope that never again will 
American youths have to fight such a hope- 
less struggle in a remote part of the world 
cut off from all possible assistance because 
of the unpreparedness of American arms.

Basis of Measurement. 


The fair measure of a state's 
ability to pay for education is the 
size of its income per child of 
school age. The 11 states with the 
smallest income per school-age 
child in 1939 were, in the order 
of their poverty—Mississippi, Ar- 
kansas, Alabama, South Carolina, 
North Carolina, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, New Mexico, Tennessee, 
Louisiana, West Virginia, But 
none of these states would be 
found on a list of the 11 which 
devote the smallest part of their 
income to schools. 

Mississippi, for example, is at 
the bottom of the list in what it 
spends on schools. But it is near 
the top of the list, actually ninth, 
for the whole country in the per-

“The Mocking of Christ,” by 
Jan Mostaert, was purchased from 
Durlacher Brothers of New York 
for $11,500. “Portrait of a Lady,” 
the work of an unknown painter, 
was presented to the museum by 
an anonymous donor. 

Mostaert, who was the chie: 
artist of his native Haarlem dur- 
ing the first half of the sixteenth 
century, was a prolific painter, 
but many of his canvases were 
lost in the Haarlem fire of 1571. 
“The Mocking of Christ” shows 
the meticulous craftsmanship of 
the artist and his characteristic 
use of jewel-like colors. 

Christ is portrayed standing be- 
fore Pilate and a hostile crowd. 
Two earlier episodes in the life of 
Christ are inoorporated, showing 
the medieval convention still per- 
sisting in Dutch, religious painting 
of the time. 

“Portrait of a Lady,” presenting 
a halt-length figure of a middle- 
aged woman, is considered equally 
typical of the period. There is 
emphasis on realism, with skillful 
use of shadows giving depth of 
the painting. 

Both paintings are on display 
in the recent accessions gallery.

There was nothing to force the 
physician to order the match 
stopped. There was no danger to 
Terranova's eyesight but finally 
at the conclusion of the seventh 
round, when Gleason could no 
longer stop the flow of blood and 
when he saw the bone through 
the cut, he decided that was the 
end and he signaled that the 
fight was over.

For example, in disctissing what 
control the Allies should have over 
the central German agencies when 
they are established and over the 
advisory council, the western dele- 
gations voted that the Allied Con- 
trol Council would hand down 
only general directives under 
which the Germans would work 
out their own problems. 

The Soviets insisted on and 
never gave up the provision that 
any zone commander could set 
aside any policy sent down by the 
central agencies. 

On straight political issues Rus- 
sian policy also was clear cut and 
uncompromising. 


German Politics. 


In Germany, as elsewhere, the 
Communist party uses many or- 
ganizations as “fronts” for their 
aims, usually calling them “anti- 
fascist” this or that. 

On the question of the compo- 
sition of the German advisory 
committee which would function 
as sort of a legislature pending 
formation of a German govern- 
ment, the western powers held 
that it should be composed of rep- 
resentatives appointed by the vari- 
ous states plus representatives of 
established” political parties. 

Molotov insisted in long speeches 
apparently beamed more at Ger- 
many than at the ministers that a 
third group in the council should 
be made up of representation 
from “anti-fascist” organizations. 

He refused to give up this com- 
paratively minor point despite the 
jibes of Britain’s Ernest Bevin 
who said “as an old Socialist 
fighter” he knew how such or- 
ganizations were used. 

ill another point in the Soviet 
drive for control in Germany 
marked the discussion of central 
agencies. In deference to the 
French, Britain and the United 

tates agreed that each central 

ency should be headed by an 
“executive” committee and de- 
cisions taken by a majority vote. 

The French aim was to stop a 
“strong man” from seizing control. 
Under present political conditions 
the Communist-controlled states 
in the Russian zone could not 
swing a majority of the com- 
mittee. 

The Soviets stood firm against 


this system in favor of one “state 
seerstary for each agency” giving 


them a chance to have politically 
favorable candidates accepted in 
some cabinet position.

ICKES WON’T GIVE IN, 


IT’S BOULDER, NOT 
HOOVER DAM TO HI 


Says He Would Be Generous, 
Though, and Call Boulder 
City Hooverville.

LOS ANGELES, May 1 (4) — 
Boulder Dam is Hoover Dam now, 
but not to Harold L. Ickes. 

The former Secretary of the In- 
terior, in whose tenure the power 
project was renamed Boulder Dam 
in 1938, told reporters after Presi- 
dent Truman signed a bill yester- 
day restoring the name “Hoover 
Dam” that: 

“It was never anything but 
Boulder Dam, legally. It’s going 
to be Boulder Dam for me. But 
I'm willing to be generous—we 
could call Boulder City ‘Hoover- 
ville.“ 

President Truman, in signing 
the legislation, used four pens and 
sent them to Lawrence Ritchie, 
secretary to former President Her- 
bert Hoover, with a view to Hoov- 
er’s distributing the pens as he 
pleases. 


Senator R. Jasper Smith, chair- 
man and author of the original 
Senate code bill, said another 
meeting probably would be called 
next week. 

The meeting to harmonize dif- 
ferences broke up, without har- 
mony, after Smith insisted that 
the Senate would not accept any 
bill with a maximum rate less 
than 26 per cent a year on the 
first $300 of an installment loan, 
it was learned. 

Representative Lawrence K. 
Roos of St. Louls, author of a 
House amendment in which the 
Senate had refused to concur, ob- 
jected to a rate as high as 26 per 
cent. No test vote was taken. 

The bill, as passed by the Sen- 
ate, authorized interest rates on 
the first $400 of an installment 
loan, includin * 2 3 per cent fee 
which could charged once in 
two months, which were estimated 
all the way from 26 to 56 per cent 
a year. The bill provided for a 
12 per cent maximum on that part 
of such loans in excess of $400. 

As amended by the House, the 
bill proposed a ceiling rate of 20 
per cent on the first $300 of an 
installment loan, plus a fee of not 
more than 8 per cent if the loan 


were repaid in the first 30 days; 
12 per cent on amounts between 


$300 and $1500, and 8 per cent 
on amounts in excess of $1500.

Upturn in Supply 
+ Of-Diaper Cloth

HOUGH it will not be reflected 
in some stores immediately, 
there is a general upturn in 
the supply of diaper cloth and 
readymade diapers. You'll be like- 
ly to find it reflected first in the 
well-known birdseye type of cloth, 
although gauze and knitted diapers 
also will soon be in better supply. 

The better supply is resulting 
from the fact that mills are again 
turning to increased production of 
diaper cloths following price “ad- 
justments” after the removal of 
OPA ceilings some timé ago. In 
some cases mills that had been 
out of production for several years 
have returned to it again.

That is, it is hemmed and pack- 
aged in dozen units. In ordinary 
times a larger size, 30x30-inch, also 
is madé. 

During the war, when the scar- 
city was really critical, the old- 
fashioned flannelette diaper cloth 
also was revived. 

The newer gauze diaper is made 
of a special type of light-weight 
material, that is especially ab- 
sorbent. It is extremely light and 
well-fitting. Another asset is its 
easy launderability and quick dry- 
ing. Knitted diapers, which are 
especially recommended for night 
use, are another new type that is 
soft and comfortable,

OT so very long ago we wrote 


N. piece about packing up sag- 
ging floors by using some four- 
by fours and a screw jack, 

Since then we've been getting 
a lot of letters telling us that 
while the job can be done with 
timbers and a jack, it's a lot 
easier to buy a contraption called 
a jack-post and use this rather 
than fooling around with a lot of 
wood, . 

Well, could be they have some- 
thing here, These jack-posts con- 
sist of a metal floor plate, a metal 
post that can be adjusted for vary- 
ing heights, a screw jack that fits 
on top of the post and a top plate 
that goes under the ceiling rafter 
or joist. 

All you have to do is set the 
post on the floor plate under the 
point you want to lift up, adjust 
the post to the approximate height, 
set the top plate on and turn the 
jack until the floor is level. Then 
you go away leaving the post, jack 
and all to give the necessary sup- 
port to the floor. 

It sounds simple, looks simple 
and is simple. Naturally, they 
don’t give these jack-posts away, 
but then you can’t get four by 
fours for nothing, either.

turn the jack a half turn a week 
until the floor is level.
